Teen Center May Be Near 


Planning Committee Releases Study Results 


BY NELDA WHITEHEAD 
Plano teenagers have indicated that they want a rec 
center that is theirs alone. There are also a number of adults 
who think there should be some sort of center where young 
people can be themselves, by themselves. 
It is an idea that is now in the planning stages and perhaps 
nearer to a reality than ever before. However, nothing 
comes without effort, public support and city-wide en­ 
thusiasm. 
Through hours of research, study and correspondence by a 
devoted few, a teen center is now a possibility and just being 
offered the chance for one has prompted the enthusiasm of 
the Plano High School student council and their peers. 
Last summer a sub-committee of the Citizen s Planning 
Committee was assigned to study the possibilities of 
establishing a center for Plano’s teenage populace. 
The committee was co-chaired by Bo Boggs and Randy 
Rainwater, and members included Mrs. Pat Crain, Plano 
housewife and civic worker; Rev. J. Carter Paul, pastor of 
the First United Presbyterian Church; 
Rev. 
Larry 
Broussard, St. Mark’s Catholic Church; Pete Barnes, 
Juvenile Probation Officer; C. Wendell-Rice, insurance 
executive, and several other interested citizens. 
Some Fail 
“We learned that a few teen centers had failed in the North 
Texas area or were lagging for lack of teen support, 
Rainwater stated and added that a number of the committee

members were assigned to learn why some failed and some 
succeeded 
“ It was determined that those in which the teenagers were 
allowed the most leadership and participation were by far 
the most successful,” Rainwater said. He added that 
packets of information came from areas as far away as 
Illinois, which he noted seemed to have some of the most 
successful teen centers. 
Based on a survey conducted by Roger Ellis, which was 
widely circulated among high school students, the com­ 
mittee was able to conclude that most teenagers would uke 
to see a center where they could get together, and while 
responses of things to do ranged from horseback riding to 
ping-pong, the majority gave the consistent answer, “where 
we can get together and rap.” 


90 Percent Agree 
The summation was reflected by over 90 percent of 
respondents in the survey. There were also only a small 
number who desired anything 
remotely 
resembling 
organized sports or activities. 
All indications were that they wanted a place where they 
can loaf, “rap” and engage in non-organized activities, if 
and when they want to. They seemed not to like the idea of 
having to be at a specified place at a certain time. 
Many of them wanted a dance floor, foosball, ping-pong, 
pool table, juke box, refreshment stand, air hockey, a gym 
and a “rap room,” where they could just sit around and 
relate to one another. 
Rainwater said it must be understood that these opinions 
are some of those reflected by the teenagers through the 
distortion of an adult group assimilating this information. 
The sharp focus of this information can be obtained only 
through direct input from the teens themselves. 


Resolution Presented 
Rainwater said that when all the survey answers were 
tallied and the information packets studied, the committee 
designed a resolution and presented it, not to the Plano city 
council but to the Plano High School student council. 
“We determined that the teenagers themselves should be 
allowed to make most of the decisions on such matters as to 
whether the center would be feasible, what it should be like, 
what ages it should cater to, who should determine the rules 
and regulations, who should enforce the rules, what 
recreational equipment is desired by the teenagers and who 
should determine future policies,” Rainwater informed this 
reporter. 
. . ... 
He said he felt-as did other committee members-that ii 
such a center w'as to prove successful, it would depend on the 
attitudes of those who would be using the center, namely the 
teenagers themselves. 


Teen Board Seen 
The basic approach, as concluded by the committee is that 
responsible teenage leaders in the community should 
comprise the governing board of directors of the center, with 
the adult committee serving only as advisors. 
“The only areas where the adults will actively form policy 
is on fiscal and conduct matters,” Rainwater stipulated 
At this point, the committee-having set up a com­ 
prehensive set of regulations with a basic liberal concept-- 
find their primary objective is a location that would be 


adequate for such a center 
Rainwater said that the adult committee feels the center 
should be located in a nice, one-floor building with open 
space, air conditioned, and with plenty of parking space. It 
said that shopping centers and other vacant buildings were 
considered, but it was found that this type building is more 
expensive to rent than a mini-warehouse. 


$65,000 Budget 
Also, a first year’s operating budget was estimated and 
the cost placed at $65,000. This total would include rent, 
utilities, salary for a full-time supervisor and of course, the 
basic equipment. 


1,3ter, it is hoped that small monthly membership due 
and revenue from a snack bar would help pay this expense, 
he Sci id 
Rainwater also said that no snacks would be sold at lower 
prices than the open market so as not to infringe on 
businesses now selling those items. 
Presently, the committee is giving serious thought to 
selling stock to parents and concerned citizeas who would 
like to see a successful center for Plano’s young people. As 
indicated in some of the sample survey sheets, the teenager s 
want a clean, wholesome atmosphere in their center, and 
hopefully this would be a worthwhile investment, Rainwater 
mused. 


City Centers Fail 
In looking toward city-sponsored teen centers, Rainwater 
said the information packets showed that centers sponsored 
by municipalities quickly failed and they also failed it the 
supervision was too tight. 
“ In other words, adults other than the paid supervisor and 
invited adults could not just freely go in and out of the cen­ 
ter,” Rainwater explained. 
The committee proposed to allow the teens to set up their 
own governing board and to set up their own disciplinai > 
action as well as keeping a strong voice in future policy 
The idea for a teen center Plano has been kicked around 
frequently, but this committee seems to have worked har- 
der, assimilated more facts than most, and the idea maj bt 
closer to the point of actuality than ever before. 
Rainwater stated that if anyone knows of an available 
building that would be appropriate to house a teen center, it 
would represent a giant step forward, and the committee 
would be happy to hear from them. 


Central Location Wanted 
He suggested that it would be best if the building was 
centrally located and also, if partitioned, that the walls be 
movabK 
'■ 
. 
He said the committee does not favor any partitioned 
rooms except perhaps a “rap room 
which should be en 
closed in glass or clear materials. That would be added by 
the committee. 
“The reality of a teen center is now in the hands of 
Planoites,” Rainwater observed. “The committee can go no 
further until they have located a suitable building, ai.u until 
we hear some response from parents and teenager s alike as 
to methods of financing the center. 
“We welcome calls from concerned people and they can 
contact any member of the committee. Just let us hear that 
you want to help” , he concluded.

She now works 
in Dallas in a demonstration 
project in which she goes 
into the homes of elderly 
blind persons and help them 
learn to cope. 
The teaching methods for 
blind skiers vary at different 
resort areas. 
At Purgatory, the blind 
skier skis beside the in­ 
structor and grabs a five- 
foot-long bamboo pole held 
by the instructor which helps 
balance. When blind skiers 
become good enough, the 
instructor lets them ski 
unattached and they simply 
follow 
the commands of 
when and which way to turn 
from the instructor or their 
ski partner. 
Another method is for the 
instructor to ski behind with 


his poles hooked to the blind 
pupil. 
“My husband went last 
year and when we both get 
good enough we hope to ski 
together and not require an 
instructor for me,” she said. 
“The whole system is based 
on faith in the instructor.” 
Balance is a problem at 
times since the blind skier 
can’t associate objects along 
the side of the run with speed 
or angle of descent.

skiers learn the sport faster 
than persons with normal 
vision.

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE: How dr* you teach a child to 


be honest? 


DEAR READER 
Teach honesty, honestly. When you 
ex Dress Yourself, be honest and say what you mean It is 
very difficult to effectively teach a child to be honest, if his 
na rents do not act honestly. D id ac tic instruction con­ 
cerning the need for honesty in one s life has only limited 
effect on the developing youngster, com part'd to the effect 
obtained by observing one’s parents living their everyday 
lives in a truthful and straight forward m anner Honesty 
then becomes a mode for living rather than a concept that is 
imposed from without. How many times do we as parents 
expound on the necessity for telling the truth, only to be 
overheard by our child relating a falsehood, and then 
rationalizing why we are doing it We say, “ But I had to say 
that “ or “ It was just a ‘white’ lie.” or “ Don’t correct your 
father We are adults, and you are just a child and do not 
understand such things?” The truth of the m atter often is 
that much like the child, we did not want to face and handle 
that which the truth might have evoked. It was easier and 
quicker to deal dishonestly and to justify such behavior, than 
to act in a responsible and realistic way. The lessons taught 
here are just as powerful as those taught by honest behavior 
Thev often become ingrained in the mind of the child, and as 
a m atter of course, his behavior follows suit We scold and 
rebuke his lack of honesty Perhaps we should exam ine our 
own daily behavior to find the source. 
Often, kids do not tell the truth because they are not 
allowed to tell the truth Sometimes, the truth is not w h at’we. 
as parents, want to hear, and so we reject it out-of hand lf 
we feel pain at its expression, we may deny the truth, and 
resent the teller 
,. 
Further, it mav also be so that at tim es, we disallow 
honesty in a child’s attem pt to interpret his own senses. A 
disservice follows. Johnny may fall and hurt his knee. His 
expressions of pain are soon heard. How many tim es do we 
replay “ Oh, that really doesn’t hurt That is nothing to cry 
about7” The dilem m a for the child is who to believe-nis 
knee or L p a r e n t The tragedy is that the youngster 
usually sides with mom and dad Rather than learning to 
know. trust, and rely upon his own honest interpretations of 
what he is experiencing, he prefers not to m ake liars10flu s 
guardians. Honesty has again been betrayed. If he honestly 
hurt himself, then he should be able to express himself ac­ 
cordingly If he is not allowed to learn to trust his senses and 
to express his experiences honestly, then it m ay be con­ 
tinually difficult for him to be honest and open with those 


^Encourage honest behavior by being honest, and allowing 
honesty in your child. Do not create situations that en­ 
courage dishonesty 
Refrain from asking q w e ^ s for 
which you already have the answers, such as 
What hap­ 
pened to truck?” when you already know that he has broken 
it Deliberately scheming to catch your child in a lie, d^ 
little else but drive him underground Accept his word when 
he gives it on an issue about which you have inquired If you 
discover later that he has not been truthful, confront him 
directly and without delay. Let him know where youstand. 
Express your honest anger and disappointm ent. The 
likelihood is good that, the m ore open and honest you are 
about your own feelings, and the more accepting you are of 
his, he will learn to be the same way.

When main stem reaches a height of six 
to seven inches, cut it back midway be­ 
tween top and bottom to prevent plant 
from producing just one straight, 
spinkly stalk.

Start in a clean terra cotta pot with a top 
diameter of 10VS inches. The avocado 
prefers a rich, humus-type soil.
